away in his gamebag. The issue has been put squarely up 
to the Ohio'folk. They have been hearing the republican 
aspirants in person. Mr. Taft has exploited the native 
son sentiment to the remotest limit, and has minced no 
words in declaring that he has been made the victim ot the 
most outrageous violation of political ethics and personal 
friendship. Mr. Roosevelt has thrown into the Ohio cam- 
paign all the power of his tremendous personality, he has 
asserted that he is making the fight for the plain people 
and has lined the bosses to the last man up for President 
Taft 
So frenzied has been the fight by these two dis- 


tinguished party leaders that the Ohio voter is apt to 
wend his way to the polling place today in a rather be- 
; wilclered fashion.

Taking their own words for it, this country is due tor 


a calamity in the event that either President Taft should 
be re-elected or that Mr. Roosevelt should again climb 
into the presidential chair. Each has testified that the

other is unfit for the presidential office, and the Ohio voter 
today must feel himself fairly staggering beneath the re- 
sponsibility of even assisting; in rendering a decision m a

contingency so desperate as this. The influence of Ohio's 
decision today upon the republican nomination at Chica- 


• go in June is admittedly great, for if the -president loses 


hs own state, he can scarcely expect to command the re- 
nomination he is seeking. And in the event of the nom- 
ination of either Mr. Taft or Mr. Roosevelt at Chicago, 
the Ohio campaign has at least supplied democracy with 
a very eminent witness within the republican party who 
can be called to prove the utter unfitness of the nominee 
on bis ticket for the presidency. The Ohio campaign will 
reach in effect far beyond the pale of the Buckeye state.
